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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-5 examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rennard et al., 
U.S. Patent Number 6,405,123 (herein referred to as Rennard). 

4. Referring to claim 1, Rennard has taught a method for providing location information, 
comprising: 

a. receiving a query containing at least one location code (Rennard figures 6-10; 
column 12, lines 34-54; column 18, lines 48-53); 

b. searching a database for location information using said at least one location code 
(Rennard figures 6-10; column 12, lines 34-54; column 1, lines 39-42; column 18, lines 53-54); 
and 

c. returning matching location information to a client (Rennard figures 6-10; column 
12, lines 34-54; column 18, lines 54-57). 

5. Referring to claim 2, Rennard has taught the method further comprising: 

d. sending said matching location information to an application server (Rennard 
column 18, lines 1-17); 
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e. receiving a re-direct request from said client (Rennard column 18, lines 1-17 
where the destination of the response is re-routed to a new location); and 

f connecting said client with a location specified in said re-direct request (Rennard 
column 18, lines 1-17 where the destination of the response is re-routed to a new location.). 

6. Referring to claim 3, Rennard has taught the method wherein said location information 
includes one or more street addresses, phone numbers, e-mail address, and universal resource 
locators (Rennard column 1 1, lines 35-55). 

7. Referring to claim 4, Rennard has taught the method, wherein a location server, coupled 
to said database, receives said query (Rennard figures 6-10; column 12, lines 34-54; column 18, 
lines 48-57). 

8. Referring to claim 5, Rennard has taught the method, wherein said database includes said 
location information and said at least one location code (Rennard figures 6-10; column 12, lines 
34-54; column 18, lines 48-57).
